«War Sunday.” 
It was not «War Sunday” in name 
only; it was in 
reality a day when 
the seriousness of the war was im­ 
pressed on the twenty-five hundred 
or more 
persons 
present 
by 
an 
analysis of the causes and the pre­ 
sent status of the war by Senator 
James E. Watson and a description 
of actual warfare as it is conducted 
in the twentieth 
century by a man 
who saw service in the trenches in 
Flanders for two years. 
All the* abandonment of the sol­ 
dier who hag 
in all 
its 
horror 
wag 
expressed 
by 
every 
word and action of Lieutenant Har­ 
old R. Peat of the Canadian 
army 
who spoke in the afternoon follow­ 
ing Senator Watson. 
He 
pictured 
largely the 
humorous 
things, 
the 
light side of the war and dwelt only 
briefly on the horrible side, the atro­ 
cities of the Germans. 
Mrs. Peat, who has been through 
a number of Zeppelin 
raids, was 
to speak on the same program with 
her youthful husiband, 
but the af­ 
ternoon program was so long that 
her talk was postponed until night. 
About six o’clock however, 
Lieut, 
and Mrs. Peat received a telegram 
to leave at once 
and 
they had to 
depart. 
The Chicago 
Operatic 
company 
gave the full program last night as 
was advertised. 
Each member 
of 
the company 
was a gifted 
soloist 
and a varied program of music was 
offered. An addition to vocal solos, 
duets and trios, 
there 
were solos, 
|t duets and trios on the violin, cello 
and piano. 
Both the afternoon and 
evening programs were liberally ap­ 
plauded and each number made nec­ 
essary an encore.

the center of the Coliseum were re­

As an appreciation of the 
act of the soldiers in volunteering to 
serve their country, 
the afternoon 
audience contributed $199.47 to be 
divided proportionately between the 
two units and applied to their mess 
funds.

«We did not go to war to estab­ 
lish the 
route 
of thé 
railroad to 
Bagdad; we,did not go to war to fix 
the boundary 
of Alsace-Lorraine; 
we did not go to war to free 
the 
Irish from the iron rule of England; 
we did not 
go to war because we 
were attacked by Germany. We did 
not attack Germany. 
She murdered 
our citizens 
at sea. 
She 
marked 
off a space 1,400 
miles wide 
and 
said all ships looked alike to her, 
whether they* be English battleships 
to destroy German 
vessels or Red 
Cross ships of mercy. 
This is not 
a war of aggression; it is not 
a 
war for indemnities; rather it is a 
war for the freedom of the seas. 
«That is primarily the reason for 
[the United States going to war, but 
I want it to ring through the cham­ 
bers of the soul of every American 
boy who is making 
a sacrifice for 
Jhis country that he is fighting for 
America and the glory of the Am­ 
erican flag. 
While we 
entered 
on 
this war 
for the 
preservation 
of 
American institutions and the sanc­ 
tification 
of American 
lives 
and 
liberties, we have no right to say 
what sort of a government Ger­ 
many shall set up'. 
But we do have 
the right to 
follow 
up Germany 
when she attacks us, to fight her, 
disarm her, crush her and say that 
she, shall not do anything like this 
to us again.” 
Senator Watson 
was frequently 
applauded during 
his 
speech and 
when he appeared on the stage wThile 
being 
introduced,

plause interrupted

To insure response Hoover will 
issue licenses only to those eleva 
tors and millers who guarantee 
to 
charge a reasonable price, to store

Senator Watson read from the 
statement

University of Berlin

ment seal on every French influence. 
He recalled how Bismarck crushed 
France after getting England 
and 
Russia on the 
verge of a war so

France to the astonishment of

world paid its war indemnity of one 
billion irn a year; how, when France 
recovered, the present kaiser rush 
ed to his grandmother, Queen

cities of the Germans.

The Roadside Market. 


Tbc possibilities for the farmer of 


a roadside market are outlined in a 
bulletin written by Prof. C. C. Wood- 
burg, chief in horticulture at Pur- 
due university. He shows that such 
an arrangement will benefit both the 
producer and consumer in that it will 
tend to increase the consumption of 
healthful foods and at the same time 
reduce the price to the consumer. 
The bulletin shows that the farmer 
can realize a reasonable profit for his 
labor, he can likewise benefit every 
American 
indirectly 
by releasing 


more staple foqds for needy Europe. 


Prof. Woodburg suggests a bulle- 


tin board in front of the farm home 
as a means of notifying the public 
that he engaged in the business. It 
is possible, he shows, to display a 


list of articles 
for sale and their 


prices. 
The bulletin calls attention 


to the fact that some farmers have a 
succession of fruits and vegetables 
in sufficient 
quantity to make the 


roadside market a continuous source 
of profit during the growing season.
